1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants' response in Paper No. 12 (10/1 1/01) asserting that U.S. Patent No. 5,723,127 
together with Fecho et al., fails to render the present invention of methods and compositions for 
enhancing the immunostimulatory effect of IL12 was foimd persuasive, and obviated the 
outstanding 35 USC 103(a) rejection. Therefore, the present claimed invention is novel and non- 
obvious. 

Claims 1-15, 40, 41, and 42 are allowable and are renumbered as 1-15, and 16, 17, 18 
respectively.
